LOCUST PEST; 
SAVES CROP 


Mexican Planter} Hail 
Deliverance from Havoc 
Wrought by Storms 


[BY CABLE—FEXGIASIVE DISPATCH) 
JALAPA .(Mex.) Jan. 6.—De- 
struction of the growing sugar 
cane and other agricultural crops 
in the rich Cosamaloapan dis- 
trict of the State of Vera Cruz by 
a horde of locusts hag been pre- 
vented by the appearance of a 
voracious enemy of the winged 
pests in the form of the matis- 
rezador worm. 

Myriads of these worms sud- 
denly came into the agricultural 
parts of Vera Crus and they are 
feeding chiefly on the locusts, 
grasshoppers and other insects 
which ere a menace to growing 
crops. Already most of the Cosam- 
aloapan district has been cleared“ 
of the locusts and there is great 
rejoicing among the planters. 

The locust pest in Southeastern 
Mexico during the last year has 
been the worst ever known in this 
country. Vast areas of growing 
sugar cane were devastated by the 
insects. In some localities the 
land was strip clean of all 
verdure. The locusts continued 
their steady march northward un- 
til they were suddeniy confronted 
by the matisrezador worms. The 
worms are being introduced into 
other sections where the locusts 
are still destroying crops.

The Sins of the Minority 
There have been several notable ex- 
amples of this in the past. The more 
or less sensational escapades of a few 
cinema players have at various times 
shocked the public into a state of in- 
ertia which brought about heavy finan- 
cial losses at the theaters in which 
their pictures were being shown. There 
followed au ostracism of such propor- 
tions as to make these players dead 
losses at box offices the country over. 
This, coupled with an endless stream 
of scandalous stories about film “stars” 
—who are actually nonentities in film- 
land—gave Hollywood a scarlet name 
and placed an enormous handicap upon 
the real artists in the cinema colony. 
Of course, every one suffered as a 
result. Producers, holding long-term 
contracts on expensive players, were 
forced to take protective measures. 
Contracts represent an investment in 
screen talent, and if that investment 
was to be endangered by such flimsy 
things as hearsay and prejudice, then 
the obvious thing to do was to make 
a provision in the agreement which 
would permit the investor to withhold 
his money from an enferprise which 
no longer paid dividends.
